Another «roat Man Gone. 

Charles Dickon*, the great novelist 
and humorist, iB dead— out down, liko 
Thackeray and other great authors— in 
tho middle oi his work. 'The Mystery 
of Edwin Drood' was but half written 
whon his pen was arrested hy tho hand 
of death, and tho 'MyBtery' must over 
ramain unexplained. Dickons was more 
than a great writer ; ho was a great 
man. To his writings and speeches 
England stands largely iud^htod for im- 
portant reforms in her Poor Laws mid 
tor the amelioration and improvement 
of her poor and working classes, lev 
haps lew men have done more to elevate 
the masses, hoth morally and phyeieallv. 
and of him it may truly be said that 
has left his impress upon the English 
mind, tho English-speaking miod. 
Though dead he yet speaketh. spcaketh 
in his numerous contributions to litera- 
ture and reform. Charles Dickons was 
born at Landport, Portsmouth, in 181 
so that ho had reached the age of * 
Designed for the Law, ho merged ii 
a reporter for tho Press. His fl 
onaa K omont as a reporter was on i 
True Sun and his next on the Morning 
Chronicle, in the evening edition oi W>-<

humor and sentiment, besides abounding II 
vivid delineation of human life and cbarac 
tor. In 184L bo paid a visit to America 
where his tame bud preceded him and 
where he reeeivod a hearty welcome. On 
hie return he published a work recording his 
imuressiona ot America. Three years lalei 
he' was appointed principal editor ot the 
Daily Newt, a portion which, however, he 
booq relinquished, Soon alter appeared in 
tho columns ol that paper his Pictures ol 
Italy; Returning to his more legitimate 
ephere ol fiction, he produced Dombey and 
Son, David Copperlield, Bleak House, 
several Christmas Tales, the Child's Hi-tury 
of England aud Little Dorrit, and edited the 
memoirs of Grimaidi, besides conducting the 
pariodioal so fitly entitled Household Words. 
In 1859 ha relinquished his connection wiih 
mat serial to establish All tho Year Round, 
his connection with which was only severed 
bs death. In 18CS Mr Dickecs paid his 
second visit to America, whero he was com- 
pletely overwhelmed with tho most enthusi- 
astic demonstratiots aud with invitation! 
from every part of the UnioD. Strange to 
eay, it was not till wilbin a little of hia death 
that Dickens' great claims received Royal 
recognition. About a year ago he received a 
special Invitation to give one of bis readings 
before the Queen, but he declined to appear 
in the capacity of an actor where be could 
not visit aa a i;entleuian. Subsequently be 
was invited to ller Majesty's Drawing-rooms, 
and it was whispered that he had been mark- 
ed out lor a IitePeerage. Meanwhile, how- 
ever, the Oieat Sovereign of the Univerre 
summoned him above, where, let ua hope, 
he will be tbe recipient of honors higher and 
more enduring than any earthly mouaicb 
could bealow. 

Constantinople iu Allies! 

It we aro to believe tho telegraph, 
Constantinople has just been visiied by 
a Qro which, for extent and destructive- 
neBB, would appear to be Beoond only to 
that by which 'the cities of tho Plains' 
were destroyed in the days of Lot. 
Indeed, although there Wftfl doubtless 
a greater destruction of life at that 
early conflagration, it is questionable 
whether tho doomed cities comprised a 
largor number of houses, and a greater 
amount of property than it is assorted 
wero destroyed in Constantinople last 
week. Thoso aro points upon which, 
however, history sbeds but dim light; 
and any data or opinion must partake 
too much ot tho speculative to possess 
any great value. Wo only know 
iu fact, that those cities were destroyed, 
and that hut four perse us escaped alive, 
one of them, however, only to meet an 
equally terrible fate : ' But his (Lot's) 
wife looked back from behind him, and 
she became a pillar of salt.' Kuferring 
to tho recent lire, we led diapOaed to 
think that tho electric wire has been 
BUlltV Of pa'ting cypher too many 
after tho numeral, and that tho number 
should bo road 7000 instead ol 70,000. 
When it i* homo in ffiiud that tho popu- 
lation of the Turkish metropolis cannot 
erectly, if at all, exceed throe- quarters 
of a million, it is impossible to accept 
tho larger number. Calculating an aver- 
aue of ten iumatcs to each house, the 
70 000 would represent within a com- 
pu'raiivo trifle of tho entire population 
of Constantinople. But even if we cut 
otFono cypher there will still he repre- 
sen ted an amount ol destruction per- 
fectly appalling. Tho sudden dustruo 
tion of 7000 houses, representing, as it 
doos, 70.000 people driven hull nuked 
iritatha Streets, waved as if by fire, is a 
pic' are BUffioiently terrible to look up. 
on. Indood, the contemplation of it 
almost iuduces ono to vunturo to cut off 
yet another cypher. That a great con- 
fingratioii bus occurred iu Constantino^ 
plo and that it has destroyed much life 
and propertv, must. In all probability, 
bo accepted as a fact; but most persons 
will proter for tho present to doubt tho 
correctness of the ligures. Ono can 
soarcily venture to h»pe that, like tho 
Roumaoia tfassaore— upon which we 
expended so uiuoh indignation tho other 
dav— this news will turn out to bo a 
Stupid, wicked 'student's joke. Pet- 



haps it will bo as well to withhold fur- 
ther thought and Fpcculation nntil con-, 
urination, correction or contradiction 
imparts a greater degree of certainty. 

The Loss ol the Active. 

In proportion to tho amount of trado 
tho number of stoaurors lost on the routo 
between bore and Sun Francisco has 
not been small. Viowed in tho light of 
the character of tho navigation, it has 
beon large. In 1859 tho stoamship 
Northerner, on hor way hore, struok a 
sunken rock, not far below Capo Men- 
docino. Forty lives wevo lost, aud tho 
ship proved a total wreck. In 1864 tho 
Bteamship Brother Jonathan run on a 
reef noar Crescent City, and betwoon 
180 and 190 of tho passengers woro 
lost. In ISG0 tho steamship Labour 
choro struck a rock and wout down near 
Point Reyes, only two lives being lost. 
On the 5th June,lS70, tho steamship Ac- 
tivo struck a rock 20 miles below Capo 
.Mendocino, and became u total wreck. All 
tho passengers and crew were saved, to- 
gether with a portion of tho buggage. 
The Active was an old and unseawor, 
thy Bteamship, tbe loss of which 
ycr sc none savo the owners would have rea- 
son to rog tt. Indued ihe prevailiog feeling, 
on being assured of tho safety of all tho pas- 
seDfjers, appeats to he ono of thankfulness 
that ihe 'floating coffin,' as the Aotivo has 
fur ssino lime been designated, baa gone 
down empty. Of course wo regret tho loss 
sustained by some of our oitizsns iu goods 
uniusurod, but we are ^lad lo say that, so 
far as we have been enabled to ascertain, the 
goods for tho most part woro covered by In- 
surance. In baggage nnd personal elfects 
ihoro have been some considerable loses, 
notwithstanding that tho greater part ol tlio 
baggage is said to have been saved. Wo re- 
gret to loam that the wifo of the lien Mr 
Hankin, wfio was amongst tho parsotiKers, 
has lost her bagunge together with a lot ol 
valuable^ jewelry. But of cours3 any feel- 
ing of regret on account of these mere pecu- 
niary lossos must be complexly swallowed 
up by the one great ull-pervading feeling of 
thankfulness lor the Gaiety of the passengers. 
Well, tho Active has gone, and with hor has 
departed no little unrest, for we have long 
fell apprehension for the satuty of those who 
had occasion to risk their lives on her. Let 
us hope that Confederation or some other 
ntiou will soon place ihe lives and interests 
of the colonists beyond the influence ol such 
luggatd and unsea worthy bteamers.

California. 

San Francisco, Juno 13— Tho passengorB 
taken from tho Active arrived by tho steam- 
ship Pacific last evening from Crescent City 
Tho mails and most of the baggage are safe. 
Tho disaster occurred during the prevalence of 
a thick fog. 

The Active's passongors will bo aont to Vies 
toria on the NPT Company's iron propeller 
Policnn, which will sail to-morrow. 

San Francisco, Juno 13— The Aolivo 
went aBbore in a dBtise log. Sho is not yet 
broken up but will go to piecea in the Gist 
blow. Tbe inhabitanta from pointa along tho 
const flocked to tho scene, dotermined to 
plunder the wreck and being joined by two ol 
tbo crew who had been whippod for stealiog, 
from passengers' baggage, they attempted to 
take loioible possession ol tho freight and 
baggage saved, but wero driven oil with shot 
guns. When tho Pacific left a long line of 
lights on shore showed that the wreckers 
weio encamped thero and would probably 
renew tbe attempt to plunder. Capt Lyou 
and tho entire crew romained Dehind to look 
after the wreck and freight. It ia thought 
that about one-half of the freight— of which 
she had about ninety tons — will be saved in 
damaged condition. Nearly if not quite all 
tho baggage was saved, very little of it being 
damuged. Some mi^oreant broke open a 
valiso and a lew other petty thefts were per- 
petrated. Wells, Furgo's Ireighl is valued 
at about fifty thousand dollars, Dearly all of 
which is badly dumagod, il not entirely ruin- 
ed. The tolal value of the cargo is probably 
about 5100 000. The passengers ell unite 
in a card exonerating Oapt. Lyon and thank- 
ing him for attentions to them. Moft of 
thorn returned boro by the Pacific.

Cuicabj, June 10— The Tribunes New

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

CubBs 

Havana, June G— Tho Captain General te le- 
graphs that B filibustering expedition from K ew 
Vork on the steamer Upton, diaembaraod at 
Puerto liravo, a few miles east of Xouvitas. It 
W»b attacked by Spanish troops one hundred 
strong, assisted by by two gunboats, and dis- 
persed, losing nine, including Captain Harri- 
son, two drowned nud three prisonora. The 
steamer's launch, rubber rafts and tho entiro 
cargo of arms, ammunition and medicines 
was captured, with the correspondence. CIs. 
maro, who cornmiuided tho expedition, had 
sailed on tho Upton for Colombia to bring 
back an expedition of two hundred Colom- 
bians. Tho Vox (i'Cuin says six tons of pow- 
der, two thousand rides and the entiro matorinl 
of tho expedition fell into the hands of the 
Spanish troops. Several prisoners wore exo- 
outed.
